Flyer Lands at Eagle Pass, Tex., to Spend 
Night, After Announcing Flight to 
Los Angeles.

EAGLE PASS, Tex., Feb. 23.— 
Suspicions which Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh left behind when he 
took off from Abilene, were veri- 
fied when the flyer came to earth 
at Eagle Pass on the Texas-Mexico 
border tonight and announced that 
he was on his way to Mexico City. 
He landed act 7:30 p. m., and said 
he would take off at daybreak to- 
morrow for the Mexican capital. 

Asked if he intended to marry 
his fiancee, Miss Anne Morrow, 
while in Mexico City, the flyer 
preserved silence. 

‘The first intimation that Lind- 
bergh was to lay aside his inspec- 
tion of a coast-to-coast route for

his company, National Air Trans- 
port, Inc., came at Abilene this 
afternoon when, after failing to 
record his destination, the flyer 
headed his plane southward instead 
of in a westerly direction. Air- 
port officers at Van Nuys, Cal., 
previously had announced receipt

E. P. Stanton was Signal Boy, 
on Dewey’s Flagship in 4 


Spanish War. 

Edward Paul Stanton, 49 years 
old. who served as a signal boy on 
Admiral Dewey's Magship Olympia 
during the Spanish War and was 
selected by Dewey to raise the first 
American flag over Manila when 
that city surrendered Aug. 13, 
1898, died yesterday at United 
States Veterans’ Hospital No. $2, 
Jefferson Barracks. Death was 
caused by pneumonia and  biood 
poisoning which set in following 
the amputation of his left foot a 
week ago Friday. 

In 1896, when stationed in Yoko< 
hama, Japan, Mr. Stanton frac- 
tured a small bone in his ankle in 
fighting a fire. At the time he 
thought he had merely sprained 
his ankle, which did not trouble 
him until five years ago. In that 
year his foot was again injured in 
an automobile accident in Califor- 
nia. Examination disclosed the 
old fracture, Ever since then Mr.

Cam Against Nationalists. 

SHANGHAI, Pep, 23.—The 
Shantung disorders, eventuating in 
the hard fighting near Chefoo, have 
given rise to other campaigns 
against the Nationalist regime at 
Nanking, the existence of these 
movements having been acknow- 
ledged by a spokesman for the 
Kuominating party here today. 

He told Chinese newspaper men 
that Communists in Central China 
were spreading propaganda in the 
Nationalist armies urging armed up- 
risings. He said they were also 
using the widespread anti-Japan- 
ese sentiment to stir up general dis- 
satisfaction and that last week the 
Nationalist authorities at Hankow 
had arrested there the leaders of 
an extensive communist plot. 

General Lu Keported Ousted. 

Word also came here that Gen- 
eral Lu ti-Ping, chairman of the 
provincial government of Hunan 
with headquarters at Changsha, 
had been ousted by three subor- 
dinates. one of whom, General Ho 
Chien, had assumed the post. 

British and American naval of- 
ficers at Hankow said that the 
Changsha trouble was purely local 
and was not expected to develop 
into anything of nation-wide con- 
cern. 

General Lu was accused by his 
subordinates of misappropriating 
provincial funds, refusing to pay 
the troops of the men who ousted 
him, neglecting to suppress bandit- 
ry, imposing exorbitant taxes, and 
in general, mismanaging affairs of 
the province. Lu attempted to 
resist the ousting but he lost a 
sharp fight between troops of the 
opposing factions and had to flee 
from Changsha. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 23.—A spokes- 
man for the Foreign Office of the 
Nationalist Government 
said that a report had been _re- 
ceived from Tientsin that a band | 
of assassins was on the way to 
Shanghai to kill leaders of the Na- |} 
tionalist Government. 

The report said that the band | 
had been organized by leaders of 
the revolting forces in northeastern 
Shantung. Nationalist Jovernment 
officials professed to be undis- 
turbed by the report.

ENFORCEMENT OF LAW 


Caulfield at Washington U. 
Alumni Dinner Discusses 
State’s Problems. 


A plea for co-operation in the 
administration’s program for more 
rigid law enforcement and for gov- 
ernmental economy through consol- 
idation of State pureaus and de- 
partments was made by Gov. Caul- 
field last night at tle annual din- 
ner of the Washington University 
Alumni Association at Hote! Stat- 
ler. The meetinz celebrated the 
seventy-sixth anniversary of the 
founding of the university on 
Washington’s birthday 

“Taw enforcement is one cf the 
greatest problems confronting the 
administration,” sid Gov. Caul- 
field. “Abnormal activity of the 
criminal element and its defiance 
of authority has reached a_ stage 
where it must be banished from the 
State before it banishes the law- 
abiding element.’’ 

Gov. Caulfield called attantion to 
the fact that simplification of the 
State Government, by reason of the 
difficulty of eliminating individual 
departments as such, was a prob- 
lem that called for aroused public 
opinion for its solution. 

Chancellor Throop, in reviewing 
the past work of the university and 
its future plans, said that, although 
prevailing opinion held it to be an 
institution of enormous wealth, it 
faces a continuous need for funds 
to maintain its present high stand- 
ing among the nation’s universities. 
“Estimates placing the wealth of 
Washington University at $30,000,- 
000, including an endowment of 
$20,000,000 and properties of $10,- 
000,000, are fallacious,” he said, 
“for any school is rich only to the 
extént that its income is sufficient 
for its needs. We neéd new build- 
ings for the schools of architecture 
and engineering, a new library, a 
museum, a new union building.” 

Enrollment at the university is 
rapidly approaching a point beyond 


which the individual student would} 


not receive the greatest benefit 
from a college education, Dr. 
Throop pointed out. “Only by prac- 


ticing rigid economy and keeping! 


enrollment within this point can 
we hope to maintain our high 
standing as an educational institu- 
tion. We must rely on the generos- 
ity of individual St. Louisans inter- 


ested in education to provide for 


the continuance of our place in the 
cultural world.”

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 23.—Dur- 
ing the year ended Dec. 31, 1928, 
the total value of automotive ex- 


ports amounted to $522,097,974. 
The 1928 export value total exceed- 
ed the corresponding 1927 figures 
by $117,.398,369 or 29 per cent. The 
relative importance of the automo- 
tive export market can be rather 
readily illustrated by showing that 
during the eyar just closed, the 
value of automotive exports was 
nearly $75,000,000 in excess of the 
total wholesale walve of passenger 
cars and trucks produced in the 
United States during 1914. 

The recent expansion that has 
taken place in the automotive ex- 
port field over the past few years 
is easily understood when we com- 
pare the annual value figures of 
automotive exports for the past few 
years. For example, in 1921, the 
total value of automotive exports 
amounted to $87,928,347, while in 
1928 exports had increased to ap- 
proximately $525.000,000, thereby 
indicating an increase during the 
period of 541 per cent. During the 
period between the two years just 
mentioned, an uninterrupted in- 
crease has taken place. The fol- 
lowing table of figures clearly illus- 
trate the steady expansion that has 
taken place in the export market:

DETROIT, Mich. Feb. 23.— 
“The motor truck ts looked upon 
as a great boon to interstate com- 
merce in Australia, which for 
many years has been handicapped 
by the lack of systematized rcil- 
road transportation facilities,” says 
Cc. E. Stebbins, Australian repre- 
sentative of the Federal Motor 
Truck Co., upon his return to De- 
troit. 

“The fundamental difficulty,” 
Stebbins declared, “is the lack of 
a common gauge rail system. 
There are three widths of track in 
the Australian Commonwealth, 
making interstate rail shipments 
both costly and complicated. 

“The reason for this lack of 
standardization in rail gauges is 
the fact that many of the present 
Australian states originated as sep- 
arate settlements. Each settlement 
had its own government and is it 
prospered, put in force whatever 
civic improvements and transpor- 
tation facilities it needed within its 
own territory.

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NEW YORK, Feb. 
HE production of Mr. Bugene 
T caaastone O’Neil’s play “*“‘Dyna- 
mo,” by the Theater Gufld of 
New York has thrown the ranks of 
his admirers into confusion, and 
those who were acclaiming him in 
superlatives for “Strange Inter- 
lude” are now condemning him in 
suprelatives for “Dynamo,” al- 
though the former play is neither 
better nor worse than the latter. 
“Dynamo” is, undeniaBly, a very 
juvenile piece of work, and it may 
well give pauSe to ‘those 
who always mention Mr. O'’Neil’s 
hame with bated breath and are 
inchined to fall on their faces when 
they come into his presence; but 
“Strange Interlude” is an equally 
juvenile work, and I see no/justi- 
fication for treating the author of 
“Dynamo” as a pretentious small 
boy when the author of “Strange 
Interlude” is treated as if he were 
cdivinely-inspired. 

If “Strange Interh sae" is a great 
work, then “Dynamo” is a great 
work, for its author has repeated 
himself in, perhaps, simpler terms, 
and may warrantably cry out \in 
protest against his present detract- 
ors that they*®o@hly praised him 
when they did not understand ‘im 
and ealled him a genius when they 
meant that he was so obscure. Mr. 
O’Neill, and I shall not tire of say- 
ing this, is a dramatic poet who 
perversely imagines himself to be 
a philosopher.

He has 
taken a bad toss and must not be 
surprised if he finds that people 
are inclined to go back on al! the 
laudatory things that they have 
hitherto said of him. But he is 
still a considerable person. He is 
still the most interesting dramat- 
ist that America has produced. No 
man of genius has written so many 
silly pieces as he has written, nor 
is there any author known to me, 
either in the past or the present, 
who is so lacking in self-discipline 
or so incapable of criticising him- 
self. But he IS a man of genius. 
and we will do well to rememb=¢r 
the fact. It is true that he wrote 
“Welded” and “The First Man”

“Don Quixote” was introduced 

to American audiences by Thee- 
adore Thomas but the important 
musical center of Boston heard it 
for the first time under the di- 
rection of Strauss himself. This 
happened about 25 years ago. “The 
orchestra emploved in this excit- 
ing revelation was, of course, the 
old Boston Symphony whose con- 
eertmaster, Mr. Arbos, has iong 
since become director of the Roy- 
al Madrid Orchestra and is now 
about to participate in another 
first-time performance of “Don 


FE ICHARD STRAUSS’ tone poem 


These facts, together with a 
few others that will follow, are of- 
fered up in the spirit of one who 
likes to put a good face on things 
—especially on Sundays. If St. 
Louis has had to wait for 39 vears 
to hear a composition that has al- 
ready been piayed all over tne 
world many times, we may console 
ourselves with the knowledge that 
it will be presented here next Fri- 
day and Saturday under propitious 
circumstances. For Mr. Arbos, who 
will direct these performances, was 
not enly exposed to Mr. Strauss’ 
exacting directions at a time when 
the latter was particularly eager to 
make his score blossom out in its 
full giory, but was also responsi- 
ble for intreducing Strauss’ music 
and the composer himself, to the 
large music loving public of Spain. 

When Strauss went to Madrid to 
direct the Royal Orchestra in per- 
formances of “Don Quixote” and 
other® works, long and intimate 
conversational bouts between Ar- 
bos and himself were bound to re- 
sult. Many of Strauss’ most pi- 
quant animadversions on his scores 
were thrown off in one of those 
unbuttened moods which woul! 
come when the two musicians had 
repaired to some smaii restauran’ 
with the Spanish equivalent of cof- 
fee and doughnuts between them. 
Most of these observations have 
never found their way inte print. 


RROS learned. for instance... 
Arve in Variation 3 of “Don 
Quixote,” a wheedling upward 
figure played in sequence by the 
solo viola, was a musical repre- 
sentation of Sancho Panza asking 
hig master for money.

Knight's disillusioned nomeward 
journey and his subsequcnt dcath 
with such heart-wringing pathos. 
Tt ig true, of course, that even in 
Strauss’ music the Knight was off 
his head and that his actions were 
futile as well as insane. But it is 
reasonable to assume that this in- 
sanity was the result of an intense- 
ly romantic, spiritual! and idealistic 
nature being thrown back upon* 
itself. The world Of unreality in 
which he suddeniy began tv live 
wags a2 place in which his thwzrted 
spiritual longings could be trans- 

ted into action and the knock on 
the head which brought him back 
to his senses really delivered him 
into an order of things that had 
no use for him. 

If this interpretatio# seems too 
fanciful I can only remind any- 
one who thinks so that it is derived 
from Strauss rather than Cer- 
vantes. If he still objects, let him 
make up his own story. Its a 
harmiless game and amyone can 
piay it. Meanwhile I would 
to call attention to certain features 
of this tone poem which may be 
of interest to those whe intend to 
hear it next Friday and Saturdar. 

Written in the form of a theme 
with variations to be played with- 
eut pause, “Don Quixote” its com- 
pletely programmatic in character. 
This does not mean that one can 
not enjoy the music without know-

ESIDES announcing most of 

the thematic material the in- 

roductory section also sets the 
stage for the adventures that are 
to come. The Knight plunges deep- 
er and deeper into the romantic 
volumes that line the walls of one 
entire room. His excitement grows 
and finally some part of his men- 
tal machinery suddenly enaps. It 
will not be hard for tRe audience 
to know when this happens, for it 
is signalized by a prodigious harp 
glissando, followed by tumultuous 
upheavals in the whole orchestra 
that wind up with a series of for- 
tissimo chords. The Knight has 
gone mad and is determined on a 
life of chivairr. 

The theme section which foilows 
begins with a restatement of the 
Knight's theme in a minor key, fol- 
lowed shortly after by the entrance 
of Sancho Panza, the Knight: 
squire—an oafish creature given to 
drinking and wenching but who is 
nevertheless capable of an un- 
swerving fidelity and is a merry 
fellow besides. The Sancho Panza 
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theme, which is given herewith: 


Toe mind a complete charac- 
terizer. It is stated first by the bass 
clarinet and tenor tuba but the in- 
terpretation ts thereafter ieft to 
the solo viola just as the Knight's 
part is taken by the solo ‘cello. The 
pair then start out on their travels. 

Variation I. 

A windmill comes into view and 
Don Quixote imagines or pretends 
that its sails.are terrblie giants. He 
charges and is knocked to the 
ground. 

Variation Il. 

Don Quixote observes the ap- 
proach of what he insists is a hugs 
army. Sancho Panza sees only a 
flock of sheep and the composer 
evidently agreeq with him, for the 
continucus sound of many hoof- 
beats are heard iff the strings, the 
woodwinds play a lovely pastoral 
melody and the horns, trumpets, 
trombones and oboes break out 
into the most realistic sort of 
bleating. This ingenious effect is 
produced by alternating chords 
composed of a consecutive tone and 
two half tomes and three consecu- 
tive half tones, all played with a 
flutter-tongue technique. 

All of this makes no impression 
on Don Quixote’s mar ardor. He 
charges again, kills seven 
and ts stoned by the shepherds. 

Variation It. 

This whole section ig in recitative 
form. The Knight discourses 
grandilioquentiy on the subject of 
chivalry, but the squire is not im- 
pressed. He counters with obser- 
vations based on his own experi- 
ences. Most of his conversation— 
as set forth by the viola—is just 
about what you would expect from 
such an earthbound bumpkin, but 
every now and then he displars a 
surprising delicacy of sentiment. 


Variation IV. 

The two adventurers meet a band 
of pilgrims and Don Quixote tax- 
ing them for sroundreis attacks 
them. He gets the worst of the 
encounter, as usual, and while h 
is recovering Sancho Panza lies 
cown and goes to sleep. 

Variation V. 

Following the knightir custom 
Don Quixote keeps a vigil beside 
his arms.

Classes of Opposition.

Held an Honest Doubt.

Through the five years and seven months 
since that date the outlines of jhe man hare 
gradually become more distinct. A degree of 
mystery still attaches to him-—a mystery 
which, I am persuaded, he has taken a sly 
delight in cuMivating—but he goes out of of- 
fice with certain attributes clearly defined. 
They are not new developments. They are 
bred into him and were nourished by his 
New England training and environment. Mr. 
Coolidge, in other. words, has undergone uo 
fundamental change in the Presidency, nor is 
he undergoing any now that he is about to 
retire. He is essentially the same person as 
the Calvin Coolidge of 1823 or 1920, or as 
far back eas you please to go in his career. 
The only difference is that we have come to 
know him better.

in Latest Months. 

It ought not to be necessary to labor the 
point, and it is mentioned here only because 
of a popular impression that some radical | 
change has come over him.

sary number of the Post-Dispatch. 


The same development is seen in the freer 
expression.of his views in recent conferences 
with reporters. Without any loss of dignity. 
he has, so to speak, loosened up, just as Mr 
Hoover, under the strain and the responsibili- 
ty of the duties about to be imposed upon 
him, has noticeably tightened up.

for Consistency. 

OOKING back over the Coolidge regime,

__Missourians and Find Out How 


Much Property They Possess 


Federal Undertaking Will Cost About $377,000 
in This State Alone and Require a Month 
of Question Asking and eg a a

It has made the most careful! 
preliminary estimate passible and 
places the probable population of 
Missouri at the time of taking the 
census at 3,548,000. The popula- 
tion of Missouri by the last cen- 
sus, in 1920, was 3,404,055. In 
St. Louis it is atten 9 the popula- 
tion will approximate 875,000. 
The population in 1920 was 772,- 
397. 

Twelve to 14 supervisors, each 
in charge of a separate district, 
will superintend the actual count. 
Three or four of these supervisors | 
will be detailed te the work in St. 
Louis alone. Supervisors will be 
appointed by the Director of the 
Census Bureau at Washington, 
probably upon recommendation of 
local political leaders, and will! re- 
celve base pay of $2000 to $2500 
for their work, which wil) extend 
over six to eight months. 


Stafi of Assistants Planned. 

“Each supervisor will have an 
assistant at a salary of $150 to 
$200 a month, and an adequate 
number of clerks, stenographbers, 
interpreters and enumerators. The 
clerks will receive $75 to $125 a 
month; the interpreters an aver- 
age of $5 a day; enumerators will 
be paid on q piecework basis of 
3 to 5 cents a name, the exact 
figure being as yet undetermined. 
Their compensation probably will 
average 4 cents a name, and their 
pay $6 a day over the two-week 
period of their employment.

{ can sincerely compliment you on the 
general character of the section. 

But in a recent issue there is a story 
from Fayetteville about Jesse James. 
This correspondent may be excused for 
hig laudatory attitude concerning Mis- 
souri’s great bandit, but he gets some 
facts and dates sadly awry. For ex- 
ample, he says that “Dr.” Feathers lived 
at Joplin, where he first met Jesse. Lat- 
er the “doctor” moved to Monett, where 
he sojourned for some time, and “after- 
wards went to Fayetteville in 1882." That 
is a whopper. 

There was no Monett in 1882. Peirce 
City was the division point, and the site 
of the present Monett was a mere flag 
station four miles east of Peirce City, 
and was calied Plymouth Junction. The 
junction part’ was due to the fact that 
the Fayetteville-Fort Smith-Paris branch 
left the main line at that place. 

I marketed potatoes at Plymouth 
Junction in 1886, and there was not even 
a depot there—just a little shack of a 
place, and a loading rack, where we 
could put the spuds apoard. 

It was not until 1887 that some farm- 
er drilled—no, dug a well at Plymouth, 
and after blasting through a lime cap- 
rock, tapped what appeared to be a sub- 
terranean lake. The heaviest pumps 
failed to cause a variation in the water 
line, and the Frisco Railroad paid that 
farmer $7000 for the 40-acre tract. Then 
business picked up. Monett became the 
name, and a city appeared as if by mag- 
ic. The railroad company built a com- 
bination hotel and station—all frame. 
Unfortunately, it soon burned down, and

MR. COOLIDGE’S GLOWING PICTURE. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain. making a campaign 
speech in England, indicated a slight rift in the lute 
of harmony between the United States and ©" na- 


tured glowingly in his Washington birthday address. 
Mr. Coolidge said there was not a disturbing element 
in all our foreign relations with those nations with 
which we had relations. Sir Austen said that differ- 
ences existed between the United States and Great 
Britain but the British Government was now mak- 
ing a survey of the disputes and would formulate a 
proposal which he expected would establish perma- 
nent and firm friendship between the two countries. 

On the same day the United States Senate voted 
to withdraw our marines from Nicaragua and to cut 
o?f money supplies after July 1, on the ground that 
we have fulfilled our election obligations and had 
no further business there. 

Although our differences with Great Britain are 
not now serious, there is a possibility of serious im- 
plications and effects, and the settlement of them 
in the manner suggested by Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
coupled with the ending of the Nicaragua adventure, 
establishing a policy of noninterference in Central 
America, would go far toward realizing the happy 
picture that Mr. Coolidge drew. 

It is gratifying to note that Mr. Coolidge discrim- 
inated between the alliances against which Washing- 
ton warned us and associations of nations organized 
to promote peace and the interests of all. He said 
the only alliances’ in existence in Washington’s time 
were formed for offensive or defensive purposes. 
That was the kind of Alliance Washington had in 
mind, and it was freedom from that sort of alliance 
with any other nation or group of nations that Mr. 
Coolidge had in mind when he spoke of the advan- 
tage of our detachment, through which we could have 
friendly and helpful relations with all nations. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, puts out of the class of 
group alliances, which we should avoid, international 
organizations and associations d@signed to effect co- 
operation for world peace and welfare. Clearly this 
includes the World Court and League of Nations. Mr. 
Coolidge has already indicated through the Kellogg 
effort to open the way to our participation in the 
Permanent Court of International Justice that he 
thinks we should join the other nations in support- 
ing and using the court. Mr. Hoover, of course, will 
have to finish the work that Mr. Coolidge has started. 
But our feet are in the path to international co-oper- 
ation for law and peace.

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FEDERAL BIRD REFUGES. 


Federal bird refuges, something for which Congress 
has long been importuned, are now happily assured. 
The bill authorizing them has been signed by Mr. 
Coolidge, whose sympathy with it was known. It car- 
ries a progressive appropriation beginning with $75,- 
000 the first year for a survey, and increasing to 
$200,000 in 1930. This mounts to $1,000,000 a year 
for each of the seven years after 1932, and after 1939 
it recedes to $200,000 a year for maintenance. About 
125 refuges will be established. 

The refuges will be purchased or leased by a com- 
mission consisting of the Secretaries of Agriculture, 
Commerce and the Interior, and two members each 
of the House and Senate delegated by those bodies, 
and the Game Commissioner of the state concerned. 
The Government of the United States is thus 
committed in most impressive fashion to the great 
conservation policy of providing feeding and resting 
grounds for the increasing myriads of waterfowl 
which has resulted from the migratory bird treaty 
between this country and Canada. Wild ducks, 
which have become an immense recreational asset, 
are so numerous that providing food and refuge for 
them has become as essential as limiting the shooting 
season and the bag. Under the bird refuge law the 


Government will co-operate with the states in creat- 


ing suitable refuges in each State and protecting and 
feeding the birds on them while they are in the lo- 
cality. 

It is estimated that such a system of refuges can 
be completed within the next 25 years at. a 
total cost of approximately $50,000,000, some part of 
which will come from the states and from _ private 
gifts. 
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The biggest bar to the legislative reform of crim- 
inal procedure is the Bar.

THE TRIUMPHANT RIVERS. 


That river transportation on the Mississippi and its 
principal tributaries will have reached railroad effi- 
ciency by 1932, with daily sailings from all ports on 
the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, Illinois and Warrior 
rivers, would haye seemed an impossible dream a 
few years ago. Wet 

Yét that is what Gen. T. Q. Ashburn, chairman of 
the board of the "Inited States Inland Waterways 
Corporation, says going to happen. The corpora- 
tion recently rece. ed a $10,000,000 appropriation 
from Congress for new equipment. Of this, $2,500,- 
000 is available now; and another $1,500,000 will be 
available next July. This money will go into equip- 
ment for the upper and lower Mississippi and the 
Warrior rivers. In July, 1930, $3,000,000 will be 
available to equip the service to Kansas City; and in 
July, 1931, another. $3,000,000 will be available for 
equipment on the Lllinois River. 
the Upper Mississippi and the Lower Missouri, both 
six feet, and that upon the Illinois, to be nine feet, 
will be complete by 1932. 

Altogether the corporation will build some 14 new 
towboats and 150 barges, using the deep-draft craft 


on the Mississippi below Memphis and the lighter- 


draft craft on the upper rivers. Gen. Ashburn says 
it will have taken nine years -to create an efficient 
transportation system, and, strangely enough, the 
experience of steamboat men on the inland waters 
has been of almost no service to the operation. The 
barge lines have had'to feel their own way and learn 
from their own experience. Except they had the 
United’ States Government behind them they could 
not possibly have held out. 

One of the interesting features of the development 
is that transportation upon the inland waters does 
not work an injury to the railroads. Upon the con- 
trary, it helps them. Yet the railroads have been 
the arch enemies of the river revival. They were 
thinking of it in terms of the freight movements of 
10 and 20 years ago. They are toe busy taking care 
of their own share of freight movements today to 
think about competition. The time is fast coming 
when the boats and barges will be as indispensable 
to them as they are to the boats.and barges. Indeed, 
they have even now almost cdased to resist joint 
rates between the two types of transportation. They 
have learned that they, as well as the rivers, consti- 
tute a web in which every part is essential to the 
whole. The river people have always known that 
this is what would happen, but it took time to con: 
vince the railroads of it. They occupied the field 
alone, and they. were fearful of admitting to it 
again a competitor they had once put out of business. 

It is a triumphant outcome to one of the most stub- 
born struggles in the history of the United States. 
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HOW FAST JACKRABBITS? 


After the weighty matters of a presidential cam- 
paign and the Reed-Borah debate on prohibition, it is 
really restful to think of something so unimportant 
as the speed of jackrabbits. 

Jackrabbits are doing 35 miles. Ira N. Garielson, 
biologist in rodent control,. United States Biological 
Survey, renders this opinion officially. His witnesses 
are Kansas bus drivers and motorists. It seems that 
an occasional jackrabbit will run straightaway be- 
fore a bus or a car on a concrete road,’ which has 
made the measurement exact. Dr. Garielson has it 
from several people that 35 miles is correct. In some 
instances the observers have pushed ‘the jackrabbit 
too hard and compelled it to jump offside, indicating 
that 35 miles is its limit. 

Dr. Garielson is afraid most people will doubt these 
stories that jackrabbits will run straightaway before 
busses and cars sometimes as far as half a mile, but 
we imagine they will be accepted. It is true that jack-

MR. CUSHING ON THE OZARKS. 


In a letter to the New York Herald-Tribune, 
Charles Phelps Cushing approves that newspaper’s 
protest against raising Mena National Forest in 
Arkansas to the dignity of Ouachita National Park 
and voices some vigorous views on national park 
policy. The Quachita region, he points out, has 
already been recognized; in fact, the Hot Springs res- 
ervation was our first National park. It was set 
aside in 1832, four years before Yellowstone. 

Instead of painting the lily with another Ouachita 
park, Mr. Cushing inquires, why not preserve one of 
the giant cold-water springs of the Ozarks? Pointing 
out that Arkansas’ Mammoth Spring has recently 
fallen:into the clutches of a power development cor- 
poration, he says: 


In the Missouri county just to the north of 
Mammoth is another of these cold-water giants; 
this one, Greer, has a maximum flow almost 
great enough to supply New York. A public- 
spirited St. Louis capitalist-refuses to sell it for 
any kind of exploitation, or its fate might be as 
sad as Mammoth’s. The lovely valley of Haha- 
tonka in Camden County, Mo., with another giant 
spring and with a dozen other outstanding scenic 
attractions within a radius of not more than haif 
a mile, is being preserved by a Kansas City 
capitalist. 


And while he is asking questions, Mr. Cushing 
wants to know why the Government doesn’t make a 
reservation of Pilot Knob in Iron County, which was 
“discovered” by C. E. Siebenthal of the U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey. Pilot Knob is a museum piece of 
the exposed strata of the earth’s crust of enormous 
interest to all students of geology, and it “is being 
hacked to bits by a rock quarry.” 

Perhaps the answer to Mr. Cushing’s inquiries is 
that the natural treasures of the Ozarks, most of 


which are now subject to the vicissitudes of private |. 


ownership, have never been advertised as have those 
of other sections. . It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say that the Ozarks are an unexplored wilderness 
of whose beauty and variety even many Missourians 
are ignorant. The State has been busy setting aside 
small parks, but only a National park would bring 
this region the celebrity that it needs. It is an ideal 
‘hational playground and something had better be 
| done to preserve it as suclr before it is too late.

Wanted: A ‘Super-Tlariff 


This is the platform of Joseph R. Grundy, president of the Pennsylvania Manufac- 
turers’ Association, who turned in $547,000 to the Hoover campaign fund; 
advocates of blanket embargoes against foreign goods have marched upon Wash- 
ington to make their demands upon Congress.

O, not Mrs: Grundy; most censorious of 
N gossips, but Joseph R. Grundy of Phila- 
delphia, president of the Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers’ Association, “the most in- 
fluential group og its kind in the United 
States.”” This is the man who has now 
thrown down the gauntlet to Herbert Hoov- 
er, with a daring unsurpassed in the rec- 
ords of tariff insolence and tariff grabbing. 
He and his crowd think themselves the real 
masters of the Republican party—and well 
they may. For 60 years they have put up 
the cold cash and helped to buy election 
after election—notably that of 1888, when 
Cleveland opposed them with his program 
of tariff-for-revenue-only. Mr, Grundy him- 
self, having turned in the considerable sum 
of $547,000 to Herbert Hoover’s campaign 
treasury, naturally feels he has a proprie- 
tary interest in the incoming administration. 
So he has opened an office in Washington 
and has issued an ultimatum to Mr. Hoover 
and to Congress that ‘he is there to get a 
“super-tariff,” that he will accept nothing 
less than a “blanket embargo” on every im- 
port competing with any Pennsylvania prod- 
uct whatsoever. When, according to Elliott 
L. Thurston of the New York World, he was 
told that that would imperil the Republican 
party in the next election, he replied that he 
was out to get the tariff and that it was up 
tc the party leaders to look after the elec- 


tion. 
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Admirable Mr. Grundy! He is everything 
that a boss of his type ought to be—frank, 
above board, realistic, clear in his own mind 
as to just what he wants and determined to 
Why should he not have his pound 
of flesh? It is true that he did not give as 
much to Mr. Hoover’s campaign as to Mr. 
Coolidge’s, for which he raised $700,000, nor 
as much as he gave to Gov. Fisher in the 
notorious primary of 1926, when he was 
the vehicle for $615,000 which reached Mr. 
Fisher's treasury. None the less, probably 
nobody else raised as much for Mr. Hoover 
a# he and nobody else deserves more gener- 
ous spoils. He is not in business for his 
health and neither are his Pennsylvania as- 
sociates. They want what they want when 
they want it. 


We confess that we find ourselves in 
deepest sympathy with their plans, We are 
delighted that they want to do away with 
all this tariff tinkering, with the emasculat- 
ed Tariff Commission, with this having to 
go to Congress every four or five years for 
bigger and richer profits. Being practical! 
men, they want to glean this thing up once 
for all and to end all further controversy by 
shutting out for good any competing goods 
whatsoever. The Chinese wall of the tariff 
is to be erected so high that no foreigners 
will even make the effort to get any goods 
over it—no matter how much money their 
Governments may owe us for war advances. 
Let us have a showdown, by all means, as 
to who really runs the Republican‘ party. 
The Nation hag been saying for 60 years 
that it was the tarifft-fed manufacturers. We 
naturally have an interest In seeing our 
thesis proved correct. Besides that, we al- 
ways believe that when people pay for 
something they should get it. That is still

Mr. Hoover does not, however, seem to re- 
alize it.

of the list. So the battle is on and Congress 
is in for an extremely unhappy summer. For 
Mr. Grundy and his Pennsylvanians will be 
backed by every one of the dissatisfied tar- 
iff profiteers who have been rushing to 
Washington to tell their silent partner, 
Uncle Sam, just how much additional profit 
they want. It is indeed a Great Parade of 
the profiteers, The wool growers are, as

Only the 
Carded Woolen Manufacturers’ Association 
has ratted. It declares that wool growers 
and manufacturers have so rigged the tariff 
that some rates are now as high as 387 per 
cent, although, because of the complexity 
of the schedules, the public does not re- 
motely suspect this. 


So we are for a battle “ the finish. The 
bitterer the fight the more the nature of the 
whole tariff swindle will come into the 
open; the greater the chance for the voters 


that the Republican party has so little diff 
culty in “frying the fat” out of the protected 
manufacturers and thereafter has to bow its 
neck meekly to the yoke. People will see 
the clearest-cut spectacle of special privilege 
afforded by the American scene.

"5 ‘The motive of my submission 
is simply and singly the authority 
of the Catholic Church. That sub- 
mission is a most reasonable obe- 
dience, because of the necessity of 
obeying and following an authority 
established by God: and having the 
guaranty of our Divine Savior’s 
perpetual assistance is in itself evi- 
dence, and cannot be gainsaid by 
anyone who professed to recognize 
Jesus Christ as his Savior and his 
God. 

“ ‘Simply and singly on that au- 
thorijy, I yield obedience and full 
and unreserved submission to the 


definition, concerning the  char- 
acter of which there can be no 
doubt, as emanating from the 


Council and subsequently accepted 
by the greater part even of those 
who were in the minority on that 
occasion. In yielding this submis- 
sion, I say to the Church in the 
words of Peter and of Paul, “To 
whom, O Holy Mother, shall we go, 
but to thee? Thou hast the words 
of eternal life: and we have be- 
lieved and have known that thou 
art the pillar and the ground of 
Truth.” ’ 


“Some theologians, Father 
Rothensteiner writes, “found fault 
with the phrase, ‘Simply and sing- 
ly on the authority of the Church 
lL yield,’ as if the Archbishop meant 
oniy an exterior act without an in- 
terior conviction. This was a rank 
injustice, as implying’ that he, for 
the sake of being icft in place, con- 
sented to say what he did not be- 
lieve. As Archbishop Ryan wrote 
in his later Memorial, .on_ the 
death of his friend, ‘Submission te 
a doctrine means believing it, and 
without such faith. submission 
were hypocrisy, of which no man 


ever dared to accuse the departed | 


prelate.’ ” 

The historian quotes from a let- 
ter written by Archbishop Kenrick 
to Lord Acton, in which the Arch- 
bishop said, “I submitted most un- 
reservedly, taking the words of the 
decree in their strict end literal 
significance."” In the same letter, 
he wrote, “I was well understood 
to mean that the act was one of 
pure obedience, and was “not 
grounded on the removal of my 
motives of opposition to the decree 
as referred to in my reply, and set 
forth in my pamphlets.” Father 
Rothensteiner devotes some space 
to reconciling these two state- 
ments. 


In his correspondence with Lord 
Acton, the historian goes on to say. 
Archbishop Kenrick admitted hav- 
ing made a mistake in ‘ari im'port- 
ant point of his argument. This 
point was that Papal infallibiiity, 
i the definition, was not an 
article of fafth.

ALLEGED ILL USARE 
AT CITY HOSPITAL 


Coroner to Investigate Re- 
ported Charges by Woman, 
$3, Who Has Since Died. 


A complaint of mistreatment at 
city hospital, made by Mrs. Anna 
Hudson, 83 years old, member of 
an old St. Louis family, who died 
last Thursday, will be investigated 
tomorrow at a Coroner’s inquest.

And 
the auction for the furnishings of 
Sorel, the great Sorel, the beloved of 
Paris, Sorel the beautiful—-the auc- 
tion is on.

And then comes the prize of the 
day, the prize of prizes. Sorel's bed, 
that magnificently historical piece, the 
bed of Du Barry, the lady of Louis 
XV, is put upon the auction block. 

Twenty-five thousand francs. Fifty 
thousand. Sixty. Ninety. One hun- 
dred thousand. Up. Up. Up. Going. 
Going. GONE! €or 250,000 francs! 
For about 10,000 real American dol- 
‘lars! Gone, Measieurs, Mesdaines, to 
an antiquary, who, naturally enough, 
fain would sell it to some wealthy 
American. 

But—there are whispers, murmurs, 
doubts. They become open talk, and 
soon it is no secret. For, so the story 
goes, Madame’s bed was never the 
resting place of the historic Du Barry.

ter had not been made already. A 
certain morbid type of tourist, who 
wanted to pry into the inside history 
of old France, would pay Cecile’s 
servants huge tips for a peep at the 
royal couch, and then go out to Ver- 
sailles to see the delicious little apart- 
ment that Madame du Barry occupied 
directly above the King's apartments, 
and the secret stairway that led up 
to it. 

One morning about three o'clock. it 
is said, the most horrible screams

fame in the history of French adven 
turesses. Running away from a con- 
vent when a young girl, she got a job 
at a fashionable dressmaking shop in 
Paris, where she became known as 
The Angel” on account of her blonde 
beauty. 

A ruined nobleman named Count 
Jean du Barry fell in love with her 
and then conceived the scheme of 
making her Louis XV's favorite in or- 
der to re-establish his family fortunes. 
as he counted on her gratitude. In 
modern patter, the King fell hard for 
the young dressmaker when he met 
her, and was entirely agreeable. 

At that epoch, the King's favorite 
Was a respectable and official inatitu- 
tion, so to speak. Monarchs married 
women they did not love for reasons 
of state, and like Eastern potentates. 
added one or more extra-legal wives to 
comfort and console them In most 
Cases the favorites had far more au- 
thority than the wives, and just as 
extensive establishments. The chil- 
dren of these Maisons were given high 
titles, as well as big estates.

N HIS wilderness hut on the 

shore of Great Slave Lake, Henri 

La Rocque sits alone with his 

grief. It is 50 below; the frost 

pops and crackles in — cabin 

walls, the husky dogs moan and 
whimper and quarrel] in their snow. 
covered shelter. The aurora blazes al- 
most overhead. On every side is froz- 
en desolation, an Arctic winter at its 
worst 

Henri La Rocque mourns, but his 
mourning is tempered by the satisfac- 
tion of having kept his promise to the 
dead. The body of his wife, buried at 
last with the rites of her church, is 
sleeping in consecrated ground at Fort 
Resolution. It was her dying wish 
that this should be. But it was accom- 
plished only after her husband had 
battled an Arctic trail for 24 bitter, 
devastating days, hauling the frozen 
corpse 200 miles on a dog sied. It 
was a harrowing mission, but Henri 
La Rocque fought his fight alone and 
won. 

Henri La Rocque is an Indian. in- 
terpreter to the Roya! Canadian 
Mounted police at the isolated post of 
Fort Reliance, on the eastern arm of 
Great Slave Lake. In his cabin of 
pine logs there he lived. with his wife 
and two small children. Since last 
winter the health of his wife had been 


failing, presumably as the result of a 
frost-bitten lung. Then with the 
coming of cold weather this year she 
became desperately ill. Her malady 
was recognized as tuberculosis, but it 
was then too late to get her out of 
the wilderness to a hospital. Winter 
had already set in and she was too 
weak to stand the rigors of the trail. 
There was no medical attention to be 
obtained within hundreds of miles 
There was nothing to do but make her 
last days as comfortable as possible 
and wait for death 


roaring fire of pine knots strug- 
gled to keep the winter at bay, 
the Indian woman resigned herself to 
her fate. There was but one thing she 
had to ask. She had been brought up 
in the Catholic faith, but the lonely 
little post of Fort Reliance had neither 
priest nor cemetery. When she was 
dead, would her husband see that she 
was buried in the littie Catholic ceme- 
tery at Fort Resolution’ Henri prom- 
ised, and she died content 
It is a tradition of the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted that ‘‘a promise made is 
a debt unpaid’ until the promise is 
kept. Henri was true to that tradi- 
tion. He did not hesitate. But it was 
an appalling task that he faced. Fort 
Resolution was 200 frozen. weary 


] ANGUISHING in the hut while a 


miles away, and there were the two 
little ones to be taken care of while 
his promise was being carried out. 

He soon determined to take the chil- 
dren to the convent at Fort Resolu- 
tion and place them in the care of the 
sisters. But to haul them on the same 
sled with their dead mother was uD- 
thinkable. Some other plan had to 
be devised. So this is what Henri La 
Rocque did: 

Leaving the children in the care of 
u trapper, he started first with the 
body of his wife. Strapping it on a 
dog sied, he headed westward. For 
three days he trudged behind. his 
charge. Three nights he camped and 
sat beside the corpse. He dared not 
leave it for a moment—there were the 
hungry doge and the marauding wild 
animals. At the end of three days 
march he reached the deserted fish 
station at the mouth of Driftpile River. 
There, high on the fish racks, where 
the split fish are hung to cure in the 
sun when the summer season is on, he 
tied the frozen corpse. Then he turned 
the dogs in their tracks and headed 
east again. 

There were three more weary days 
on the trail with an empty sied and 
then the stoic Indian set out with @ 
new cargo. This time the sied bore 
the two children. snugly wrapped in 
blankets and fure. and provisions for 


an eight days’ march to Fort Resolu- 
tion. Eight days’ travel by dog sled 
through a temperature of 60 below 
zero' Eight nights of camping on a 
fog-bound trail of snow that follows 
the shore of Great Slave Lake! Only 
the children of the North, hardiest of a 
hardy breed, could have survived a 
trip like that.

op the British ship. Some of the 
British gunners, hearing the re- 
port, thought their own ship had 
fired and brought their guns into 
action too soon. Two hits and an 
explosion were observed, but the 
distance was too great and the air 
too misty for accurate shooting. 
The boat submerged and no 
further trace was seen. 

Later they pursued a eubinarine 
mine layer, which fired a torpedo 
at them, but could not be lured to 
the surface. Fearing their disguise 
was known, they converted the old 
collier into a “timber ship’ and 
set out again. They made a trip 
across the Atlantic to the Bermu- 
das, without noticeable result. 
Then in February, 1917, they en- 
countered and sank the U-83. This 
time, however, the torpedo struck 
them and biew a great hole in the 
hull of the Loderer. It was virtu- 
ally disabled when, after 25 min- 
utes of waiting and frantic scram- 
bling by the panic party, the sub- 
marine finally was lured to the 
surface at close range and shot to 
pieces. When the fight was over 
the mystery ship had to eall for 
help. It was towed in and 
beached. It was this engagement 
which won for Campbell the Vic- 
toria Cross. 

From March until June, 1917. 
they hunted U-boats in the ship 
Pargust, and on June 7 found their 
prey. They found it when they 
stopped a torpedo that tore a 40- 
foot hole in the Pargust'’s side. 
Again they scrambled in panic to

shown by the fact that they fight 
to the death over a stolen egg. You 
see that these pictures of appar- 
ently comical birds are really pic- 
tures of poor, dim-minded crea- 
tures worried and strained to the 
very limit of their powers. That 
is what their lives have always 
been.”’ 


HERE are other character- 
istics of penguins which in- 
crease the difficulty of sur- 
vival. And this has been particu- 
larly true since the invasion of their 
domain by man. One of the handi- 
caps is the awkwardness with 
which they handle themselves on 
land. Another is their complete 
lack of fear. As everybody knows, 
the penguin cannot fly. Its wings 
are very rudimentary as instru- 
ments of flight, but make excellent 
Oars and are used as such in the 
water. On land, the bird stands 
erect as a soldier on parade and 
when it walks it waddles about 
more clumsily than the circus fat 
lady. It can scarcely run at all, 
even if disposed to do so, and it 
is seldom disposed. Explorers de- 
clare that a man may walk into 
a flock of penguins and kill them 
right and left with a atick, or, if 
less murderously inclined, may 
have to kick them out of the way 
in order to walk himself. Owing 
to this ease of capture, penguins 
in late years have been slaugh- 
tered in wholesale numbers for the 
small quantity of oil contained in 
their bodies. Their feathers, 
which are so fuzzy as to resemble 
fur, have not found commercial 
use, and their flesh is wholly un- 
fit for food. This unfitness of the 
flesh is due to the bird’s diet, 
which is exclusively of fish. 

In pursuit of its prey in the wa- 
ter the penguin appears at best ad- 
vantage. If it is awkward on 
land, it is more than compensated 
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for this deficiency by its incredi- 
ble dexterity in the water. It is 
the most expert of all swimming 
and diving birds. Using its wings 
as flippers, it can swim with amaz- 
ing speed under water, capture its 
prey, swallow it without rising to 
the surface, and dart off again 
after another fish. 

Feeding the penguins is one of 
Director Vierheller’s most deli- 
cate problems. They wil! eat only 
fish, and the fish must be whole, 
so they can be swallowed in pen- 
guin fashion, head first. The birds 
don’t want their prey cut in 
pieces, and they would prefer to 
have it alive. But this, of course, 
is impossible, as only cold storage 
fish can be obtained. It comes 
from Lake Superior, in daily ship- 
ments in summer and in carload 
lots in winter. The zoo is a big 
customer of the fish markets. Not 
Only the penguins, but other 
aquatic birds as well as the sea 
lions, sea elephants, polar bears 
and alligators eat little else. Dur- 
ing January these birds and ani- 
mals consumed 7761 pounds of 
fish. Each penguin requires only 
about two six- or eight-inch her- 
rings a day, but the 2200-pound 
male sea elephant requires 75 
pounds a day and the female 40 
or 50 pounds. 

Another item of diet of the pen- 
guins is shrimp, but the penguins 
don’t know about this. They won't 
eat shrimp as such, but Director 
Vierheller uses deception and puts 
over a fast one by having the 
shrimp sewed up within the her- 
ring. The shrimp, he explains, is 
necessary because of its iodine 
content. Birds brought to inland 
waters from the sea often die for 
want of iodine, which, in their 
natural haunts, they obtain from 
sea water. 


Other troubles of inland zoos 
are also traceable to their remote- 
ness from the sea. There is the 
difficulty of obtaining fish in per- 
fect condition when it has to be 
hauled half-way across the conti- 
nent in freight cars. A tainted 
fish can often do more damage in 
a@ £00 than a loose tiger. Pen-| 
guins, especially, are susceptible to 
ptomaine poisoning and digestive 
disturbances. They are also sus- 
ceptible to many of the diseases 
to which human beings are sub- 
ject and may contract these in 
some cases from the visiting pub- 
lic. Having been adapted by na- 
ture to live in a region free from 
Civilization’s diseases, they have 
not developed the immunity ac- |
